The review points out that ’’there are many lucid analyses in the book”^ v. 
and praises the Director’s ’’dignified stand” on anticommunism, but claims that^v___„ 
the. book ’’must be considered inadequate in a number of respects, ” In explaining 
this charge, the reviewer merely lists a lengtl^ catalogue of facts about communism 
which, he complains, were not treated at all or given insufficient treatment. In 
effect, the review criticizes what was left out of the book rather than what was 
included. ' ' 



As is set forth in the Foreword of A Study of Communism, the book 
I was not intended to treat every aspect of communism exhaustively,' but rather to 
serve as a point of departure for further stu^. To satisfy this reviewer’s 
objections, the book would have to be expanded to the point where it would defeat 
its purpose. In addition, many of the topics which he suggests should have been 
included have foreign policy implications which the Director had no intention of 
covering. The reviewer’s comment that the Director does not treat the efforts of
